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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As previously described, applicant's invention 
does differ from Whinnett as identified by claims indicated allowable. Reading of the independent claims, however, does allow 
interpretation of Whinnett to read on applicant's claim. In particular, it is interpreted that Whinnet does read on claims 1, 10, and 20. 
Applicant requires two pairs of transmit substreams, which Whinnet provides (S1 S2, S3S4) that are independent of one another. Reading 
the limitation added to claims 1,10, and 20 (response dated, 10/3/05) broadly with regard to conjugate of substreams does allow an 
interpreteation to be made that Whinnett provides this function as there is a complex conjugate provided by Whinnett for each of the 
substreams, and therefore without further clarification of claims language Whinnet is held to still read on this claim. 
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
